the November meeting the Board 
Directors the Institute, held Detroit, 
the following resolution was adopted: 


Whereas, The successful operation for eight years 
Architects’ Advisory Council, established the Na- 
tional Capital the Washington, C., Chapter, has 
demonstrated the advantages such service the pub- 
lic and the profession; and the establishment 
second council Cincinnati, cooperation with the Art 
Institute, has indicated the feasibility extending simi- 
lar service other cities; therefore, 


Resolved, That the Board Directors commends for 
the consideration the chapters generally the establish- 
ment such councils, and offers the assistance The 
Octagon staff furnishing detailed information and 
assistance. 


The data which follows has been prepared the 
organizer the Washington council the request 
the Secretary the Institute, present the un- 
derlying idea the chapters the Institute 
large that they may fully consider and the 
possibility adopting similar system their own 
communities. 

The purpose the council was outlined the 
Washington public and the local profession 
the time its inception, part follows: 


The majority people can tell whether building 
beautiful, mediocre ugly; but completed buildings 
nothing can done about it. The trained eye can de- 
tect potential ugliness and possible improvements blue- 
prints. this stage, improvement may made pro- 
posed buildings. the members the architectural 
profession will focus their trained eyes upon buildings 
the blueprint stage, and will give cooperative, con- 


structive criticism each other’s work, and even 
minority the public will lend moral support, there 
need longer any reason why entire sections need 
repeatedly injured endless rows mediocrity; 
well ordered neighborhoods single eyesores. Well 
designed buildings need cost more than mediocre 
structures. They are better investments for the purchasers 
and for the community whole. 

all very well talk generalities city beautify- 
ing; but you meet your personal responsibility the 
extent your personal opportunity? The responsibility 
for the beauty ugliness the great bulk your city 
rests with you, the individual, for whom and whom 
this bulk created building building: homes, offices, 
shops, institutions. its bulk seems impossible 
correction; but building building erected, results 
can accomplished. 

This was statement conditions, with defi- 
nite plan for their betterment. seemed very 
doubtful whether the members the busy profes- 
sion could and would find the time from their 
routine work give this civic philanthropy. 
seemed doubtful whether any definite results would 
accomplished even the effort were given 
the architects. But now, after period eight 
years continuous successful operation, may 
take stock the actual accomplishment. 

For eight years, once week three architects, 
drawn from jury panel, have criticised construc- 
tively all plans filed for building permit the 
District Columbia. One new man goes the 
jury each week, one former juror dropping off: 
the term service being three weeks. When was 
proposed last summer that because the heat and 
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vacations the service might dropped for couple 
months, those architects scheduled for summer 
service unanimously agreed that under circum- 
stances would they take advantage the situation. 
would seem, therefore, that far the 
architects themselves are concerned they have found 
the effort interesting and worth while. 

What there this work which would take 
these busy men from their offices regularly, week 
after week, year after year? There not only the 
satisfaction definite accomplishment for the im- 
provement their city, but personal benefit 
sharpening their analytical and critical faculties and 
improving their own work. They see what other 
architects are doing, how other architects handle 
their problems. They discuss these problems with 
their peers, and return have full and frank dis- 
cussion their own problems the earlier stages. 
One finds among the Washington architects the 
same freedom discussing their problems which 
one finds the school drafting rooms; and this 
mutual confidence which has been established has 
been largely instrumental effecting the organiza- 
tion representative Washington architects the 
Allied Architects corporation which has successfully 
produced the new office building for the House 
Representatives. 

The jury, reviewing the plans before it, groups 
them into five classes, divided follows: 


Distinguished: Outstanding among buildings its 
type. 

Commended: Meeting exceptionally well the stand- 
ards which should maintained for private 
buildings the National Capital. 


Approved: Meeting the standards which should 
maintained for private buildings the neigh- 
borhood. 


Average: building which does not tend im- 
prove the neighborhood. 


Disapproved: The type which con- 


sidered “below average”; discouraged. 


Where building seems eligible for the Distin- 


guished Architecture award, Commendation, 
this particular project referred “board 
review” composed the elders the tribe, who 
meet six-weeks intervals. Their function 
insure continuity the classifications, and espe- 
cially make final decision whether build- 
ing warrants the Distinguished rating. any event, 
Distinguished award may made except 
completed project. 

should noted that there delay what- 
ever the issuance building permits, even though 
the council meets only once week. the day 
the meeting, all plans received since the previous 


meeting are placed before the council, whether 
not permits have been granted. frequently 
too late make radical changes; but never too 
late simplify, and that usually the need 
ugly building. never too late correct the 
one detail which may spoil otherwise good de- 
sign. make the workings the council even 
more effective, the architects are urged their 
major projects bring their plans before the jury 
preliminary sketch form rather than the form 
final working drawings. 

matter common observation that the quality 
speculative building the National Capital has 
made tremendous improvement within the last half 
decade. Where organized opposition the council 
existed its beginning, now find cooperation 
betweens architects and builders. perfectly true 
that the architects their freely given constructive 
criticism—not too detailed, but rather general 
character,—have given service for which they have 
received direct compensation, and have improved 
the character the work operative builders and 
mediocre architects who might regarded 
competition. But the other hand, the work 
the architects themselves has been improved con- 
structive criticism, and many cases they have been 
retained operative builders who the past have 
had their work done unqualified draftsmen. 

The findings the council are published regu- 
larly the current press. Commended awards 
are featured any builder who receives them, and 
the public generally has come have confidence 
and respect for the work the council. The latest 
development along this line has been the establish- 
ment another council upon almost exactly cor- 
responding lines, the architects Cincinnati, 
who attended jury session during the last conven- 
tion and acquainted themselves first hand with 
the workings the council. the hope the 
Directors the Institute that other chapters will 
investigate the workings the Washington coun- 
cil. Further detailed information will furnished 
upon the request any interested group. 

The architects whole have exerted their or- 
ganized influence for better city plans, park im- 
provements and the like; but after all, they have 
not put their full force into effect their own 
special field, where can have most weight. Re- 
gardless any city plan park system, the in- 
dividual buildings city which make mar it. 
The experience the Washington architects,—no 
longer experiment,—has demonstrated that 
these buildings can dealt with one time, 
erected, the appearance the city whole can 
immeasurably improved. 
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One Chapter—Cincinnati—has already acted 
this matter and the communication sent the Com- 
mittee the Architects’ Advisory Council the 
Cincinnati Chapter its members reads follows:

the year which has almost elapsed since the Sixty- 
third Convention much has happened, and the archi- 
tectural profession has keenly felt the severe eco- 
nomic depression which has existed the building 
industry throughout the United States. 

The problems which confront the architectural 
profession, and the individual architect, result 
the depression are serious ones. early and 
effective solution calls for the combined judgment 
and the united effort the best men from every 
Chapter and Division the Institute. one can 
say what the future has store—for architecture 
architects—but every member The American 
Institute Architects should take some part pre- 
paring himself and his profession for the new and 


exacting conditions which are sure arise from 
the present industrial crisis. 

matter how strong our desires and 
remain individualists, both private and profes- 
sional life, each must admit that the future 
position the architectural profession, and the in- 
dependent professional status the individual archi- 
tect, depend almost entirely upon what the archi- 
tects group, and upon the course which they 
elect follow. 

obvious that body professional men 
the United States can stand against the force and 
movement our system civilization, under which 
must make our daily bread. can influence 
civilization, may change its trends, but can- 
not halt its changes escape its demands. The 
architectural profession, like other groups our 
complex structure, can make choice. fact, 
has make choice. may either protect its 
ranks from encroachment and follow program 
self-preservation which looks well into the future, 
may disregard the signs the times and in- 
dulge the hypnotic belief that the architect re- 
tains his position the Divine right genius. 
This not meant say that the art architecture 
about perish. meant say that the tra- 
ditional position the architect the master 
builder, and the responsible and controlling head 
the building operation, can and may taken 
away from him the developments tomorrow. 
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The Institute, behalf the entire architec- 
tural profession, has great responsibility per- 
form. must correctly analyze the conditions 
which exist today the building industry they 
affect the practice architecture, and must chart 
the course followed tomorrow. any- 
thing less fail completely. probable that 
the Sixty-fourth Convention will resolve itself into 
meeting self-examination, and into meeting 
for planning for the future. Some the subjects 
tentatively suggested for extended discussion relate 
to— 

(1) The broadened status the architect 
modern building operations. 

(2) The aspects land and building de- 
velopment. 

(3) The status the architect with respect 
governmental, state, and municipal architecture. 

These comments should not taken definite 
outline the Convention program. They consti- 
tute brief informal report discussions concern- 
ing the character and scope the coming Con- 
vention.

today’s monthly meeting the architectural 
editors discussed the rather broad question 
where the architect going. Unquestionably 
other profession has widened scope during the 
last few generations. former days, architect 
could concentrate his plan, walls and roof. Now 
the thousand and one questions heating, ventilat- 
ing, vertical transportation, air conditioning, elec- 
trical equipment, hydraulics, sanitation, rise 


complicate his duties, say nothing the over- 
whelming increase the variety newly intro- 
duced materials and methods construction. 
seems almost inevitable that the profession must 
become departmentalized some way, practi- 
tioners confine themselves specialties. ad- 
dition these complications there the growing 
power large building organizations—organiza- 
tions large that they who first confer with 
client, and establish sites, costs, and even materials, 
before the architect brought into the picture. 
the other end the scale lies the field small- 
house design which, under present conditions, 
the architect cannot profitably practice. being 
hemmed into middle ground which seems likely 
become more constricted time goes on, rather 
than otherwise.

The Joint Committee appointed your several 
societies consider and report upon legislation regu- 
lating the practice architecture and engineering 
and upon allied matters common interest both 
professions, submits herewith report its findings 
and recommendations. 

The Committee has sought first establish 
common ground principle upon which the mem- 
bers both professions may stand considering 
and advocating legislation that might their 
relations with each other and with the general pub- 
lic they both serve. 


has tried also formulate suggestions 
how these principles may embodied the model 
registration laws now sponsored the national 
architectural and engineering societies. 

Finally, has considered how the members 
both professions, both individual citizens and 
through their several organized groups, can best 
bring their influence most helpfully bear upon 
specific legislative action that may hand 
prospect. 

The conditions and principles accepted your 
Committee govern its recommendations are 
follows: 

considering the professional practice the 
architect and the engineer there necessity 
certain overlap between the functions and responsi- 
bilities the former profession and those certain 
groups the latter. 
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With the growing need for more engineering 
architecture and more architecture engineering, 
becoming increasingly difficult draw sharp 
lines define this overlap and more necessary 
establish and maintain cordial and sympathetic co- 
between the two professions. 

Within the ranks the professions themselves 
such cooperation will developed and fostered out 
the sense professional responsibility felt 
every professional man toward his client; that 
say, architects may relied upon call the 
services engineers and engineers likewise may 
expected enlist architectural services when de- 
sirable. 

the other hand, the drafting laws 
needed regulate professional practice, makes 
necessary define the scope the professions and 
describe the essential qualifications their prac- 
titioners more precisely than otherwise might 
necessary. 

considering legislation regulate the prac- 
tice the architectural and engineering professions, 
must accepted basic that such legislation finds 
its justification the police power the state, ex- 
ercised guard the safety and security the life, 
health and property its citizens. 

Lack aesthetic quality the design build- 
ings may seriously injure their commercial value, 
and the “safety and security property” may 
jeopardized truly bad aesthetic design 
unsafe structural design. deteriorating effect 
property values due bad design, especially ex- 
teriors exposed general view, will recognized 
increasing importance with the growth and 
cultivation public taste. This fact leads your 
Committee emphasize the great importance 
fostering feeling interdependence between the 
professions architecture and engineering and 
realization the need proper collaboration 
most building operations. 

drafting laws has been found relatively 
easy define the scope the architect’s qualifica- 
tions and practice, but those the engineer set 
forth many the existing registration laws are 
broad and diversified require certain re- 
spects more detailed definition the interest 
law-makers and the lay public. the same time, 
the members both professions recognize the essen- 
tial unity engineering science and practice and 
endorse the efforts the engineers maintain the 
solidarity their profession and resist any tend- 
ency break down into separate groups. 

this end your Committee approves the 
policy having one general registration for profes- 
sional engineers just there similar general 
registration for architects, and recommends that 
any differentiation between engineers required 
meet the needs law-makers and the public 
effected the requirement special qualification 


under the basic registration laws rather than the 

establishment separate groups under special legis- 

lation. 
REGISTRATION Laws 

effort embody the above principles 
the basic registration laws the two professions, 
the following suggestions are submitted for amend- 
ments the model registration laws sponsored 
the national societies both architects and engi- 
neers: 

FOR PROFESSIONAL ENGINEERS AND SuRVEYORS 
section insert new paragraph between 

present first and second paragraphs follows: 

The term “professional engineer,” qualified 
the adjective “structural,” when used this act 
shall mean professional engineer who represents 
himself competent design, supervise, the 
construction, enlargement alteration struc- 
tures any part thereof. The term “structures” 
within the meaning this act denotes all struc- 
tures having essential features foundations,

“Section 28—Nothing this act shall 
construed restrict the right registered pro- 
fessional engineers whose certificates indicate their 
proficiency the structural branch their pro- 
fession, design, file plans for, and supervise 
the construction, enlargement alteration 
buildings and other structures.” 


The purpose the amendments both acts here 
proposed define those special qualifications 
which should possessed engineer who holds 
himself out competent engage the practice 
architecture insofar that practice may affect 
the safety and security life and property. 

recommend, therefore, that the individual 
members our two professions and our various 
societies, both national and local, should work for 
the general adoption registration laws conform- 
ing spirit with the model and uniform laws now 
endorsed our national societies with the amend- 
ments here proposed and for the amendment exist- 
ing registration laws conform closely prac- 
ticable thereto. 


recommend further that bringing the in- 
fluence our two professions bear upon legis- 
lation affecting building design and construction 
and the practice architecture and engineering, 
the principles herein laid down observed. 

Recognizing the desirability higher educational 
qualifications for registration, quote with ap- 
proval and commend those members our re- 
spective professions who are concerned with im- 
proved registration laws, the following extract from 
“Supplement Handbook the University 
the State New York,” the subject Higher 
Education Engineering and Land Surveying: 


“The State Board Licensing for Profes- 
sional Engineers and Land Surveyors does not 
accept record professional experience be- 
ing ‘of character satisfactory the board’ 
‘warranting the issuance certificate’ un- 
less such professional experience has background 
preliminary and professional education com- 
mensurate with the modern requirements the 
competent practice the respective professions 
Engineering and Land Surveying.” 

aid continued harmonious cooperation, 
recommend that architects engineers, either 
individually through their respective societies and 
other groups, should undertake influence legisla- 
tion affecting the practice the other profession 
without first consulting with recognized representa- 
tive groups that profession 

There great need, the interests the public, 
promote and foster sound legislation for better 
and safer building. need challenge 
both our professions, and meet shall require 
the most intelligent and whole-hearted cooperation. 
Our interests this respect are common and closely 
interwoven and are make our efforts count 
for genuine progress, will necessary for 
avoid conflicting representation legislative bodies 
and maintain close cooperation and unity effort. 

With all these considerations mind, your Com- 
mittee presents these findings and recommendations 
the hope that they will have the endorsement 
architects and engineers both individually and 
through appropriate action their several organ- 
ized groups.
